Not only did J. N. Titemore and his 


associates in the Wisconsin Union of 
the American Socjety of Equity re- 
ceive the panning of their lives at 
the Mackville local meeting last eve- 
ning, but the Mackville farmers un- 
animously voted to secede from, the 
union. John L. Johns of Algoma, a 
farmer and attorney as well, was the 
epeaker and he conducted what pur- 
ported to bei a complete expose of the 
unbusinesslike methods alleged to be 
in use in the conduct of the state un- 
ion's affairs. 
His main bone of con- 


tention was the alleged fact that M'r. 
Tittemore and his sta-ff officers had 
"passed the buck" for several years 
with reference to the incorporation 
of the state union, and of the coun- 
ly and local organizations as well. 


In opening his speech, Mr. Johns 


road a number of excerpts from the 
Equity News, the ofllcial organ of the 
IJadger organization, most of- which 
were written by Mr. Tittemore him- 
self. These articles urged the incor- 
poration of Wisconsin union and the 
plating of it on a sound business "bas- 
is. A copy of Mr. Tittemore's mes- 
sage as president of the union went 
so far as to contain a diagram of the 
proposed state-wide organization, and 
a sample set of articles of incorpor- 
ation. Mr. Johns also read letters 
he had received from tlie state offi- 
cial in which his every expression was 
for hasty.and complete establishment 
of a firm business 
basis for 
the 


Equity. 
The stand which these documents 


advocated, the speaker stated, was 
exactly in accord with his ideas; in 
fact, he had been instrumental in 
formulating many of the Plans him- 
self. -He declared however, 'that all 
this had proved mostly talk, and that 
every 
time' ;a definite move, was 


made along the lines urged, the ac- 
tion had 
been blocked by skillful 


maneuvering on the part of Mr. TU- 
tetnore of some of the other officiate. 
If was apparent from vhe,state7 
ments of^tr.^JohnlTth'at-Wf liao^start- 
ed N) wage ah. active campaign in be- 
half of saving the state organization 
from its supposed trend toward bank- 
ruptcy, after 'realizing the situation 
that existed, and- that, as a result, he 
had been bitterly 
attacked by the 


state officer, who had branded him as 
n second Jeff Davis because his home 
local cut loose from the state union 
and announced its intention of oper- 
ating independently until such time 
as the affairs were put on a business 
basis and- operated, he stated, by 
business men. 
. "When I saw that the county con- 
vention in Appleton did nothing to 
remedy

thought it was time the people woke 
up," said Mr. Johns. "The soMety 
was operating like a big circus. Out- 
side are the barkers and the gay post- 
ers. and you naturally exi>ect to see 
something when you get Inside. Big 
things were claimed by our society 
and on the inside there was nothing 
to be seen 
Wo are past the big 


show state. We want something 
1 done. Every suggestion given out by 


ihe state union is of things you have 
already done." 
The speaker then went on to snow 
. that all the farmers had ever received 
in return for their dues of $2.50 per 
year was the Equity News, and even 
that, remarked C. B. Ballard from the 
lloor. "wasn't much good now.' He 
contended that the only use the dues 
had been put to was to pay fat sal- 
aries for-offlcers whom he had brand- 
ed as incompetent to run a business 
organization.

Johns who 
said that if the slate union continued 
ro so into debt, the present loose or- 
ganization would make every mem- 
ber of the union liable for a propor- 
tionate <?haro ol the debts. By incor- 
pcralfop. however, the liability of 
each member would be limited only 
lo the amount paid in for his shares 
of stock.

The reports made to .Dr. H. E. Ells-

Out of all the "flu" cases reported to 
date, ten have developed into pneu- 
monia, one death having resulted. Dr. 
Ellsworth states that the return ol 
colder weather today may stait tin 
sickness on the decline again, but on 
the other hand if today's figures are 
indicative of a greater spread of the 
disease, steps will be taken to close up 
some ot" the public gatherings, dances 
probably coming first. Ho exppcta to 
take no acMcn of this kind ibis week 
however. 
Doctors having cases that 


levelop into pneumonia are asked to 
repoit ihe fact <o the health officer. 


A telegram received by Dr. Ells- 


worth from Dr. A. C. Harper, state 
health officer, Madison, indicates that 
the government is now taking an ac- 
tive hand in fighting the wave of in- 
fluenza sweeping over some sections 
of the country. In the message, he 
is instructed to wire the health de- 
partment at Washington every night 
giving the number of deaths from 
all causes, and in addition the num- 
ber of deaths both from influenza and 
pneumonia. 
Once the death toll is 


apparent to the officials, it is thought 
that Congress will take drastic action 
to prevent further ravages, and per- 
haps to find a preventative. 
In answer to the contention of a 


number of prominent business men 
that the reports given to Dr. Ells- 
worth 
do not portray the actual 


amount of sickness now extant, the 
doctor states that the main reason 
rests in the fact that mild cases are 
cared for-in the home without sum- 
moning a doctor. Wherever a doctor 
is called the case is reported. Asked 
if. all . physicians 
were 
reporting 
promptly,. Dr. .Ellsworta.:added--that 
all" but a" few' comply strictly with 
his ruling. These few, he remarked, 
do not comply promptly, although 
every case is finally recorded. His ad- 
monition to all physicians is to tele- 
phone the number of new cases as 
soon as they return to their offices. 
These they are to confirm by mail 
within twenty*-four 
hours, as _re- 


quired by law. Unless prompt repo'rts 
are made, the nightly telegram to 
Dr. Harper will not be accurate. In 
one particular instance, a death from 
pneumonia was reported to Dr. Ells- 
worth before the formal notice of the 
sickness reached him, the report from 
the doctor being five days late and in 
violation of the law. The result in 
this" case, through the failure of the 
doctor ' to telephone, was that the 
house was not placarded. Future vio- 
lations should be guarded against, 
warns the health officer. He also re- 
iterates his warning that no funeral 
services where death was from pneu- 
monia may be held in any church or 
ptiblic building, 
and that in all 
cases these funerals must be strictly 
private, only members of the family 
being present. 


Milwaukee.—A sudden increase in 


cases of flu at Fond du Lac has mov- 
ed authorities there to place a ban 
on dances, basket- ball games and 
other public entertainments. School 
and movie attendants are required to 
occupy alternate seats. 


' At North Fond du Lac the schools 


have been closed for a week.

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.4 FOX RIVER PROJECT. 


' A bill of great importance to the Fox 
River valley is now before congress. It 
provides for the improvement of the Fox 
river and canals for a distance of 156 
miles, from the city of De Pcrc, seven 
fnil'-s from its mouth, to Portage, with 
connection "at that point with the Wiscon- 
sin river. The depth of the river for the 
first 125 miles to Montcllo is to be six feel, 
tiiid from Montello to Portage four feet. 
It covers the construction and recon- 
struction of 27 locks and 16 dams, the 
•construction and maintenance of harbors 
living a depth of six feet on lake Winne- 
bago. and the dredging, snagging and im- 
pjoving of the Wolf river from its mouth 
to Xt\v London, a distance of 47 miles, to 
,-i depth of four feet. The estimated cost 
•of the improvement, which would be 
made under a continuing appropriation, 
Is §749.103. 
; In the early days of Wisconsin the Fox 
'and Wisconsin river canal route was the 
'Chief means of interior transportation for 
ihe large territory it served. More 'than 
$3,000,000 has been spent by the govern- 


• ment on this project, soxthat its invest- 


ment represents a large sum. In later 
years rail transportation and the federal 
policy of discouraging waterway devel- 
opment and usage, caused this route, in 
'common with practically all interior 
water routes, large and small, to fall into 
decay. For many years the traffic over 
this once great water thoroughfare has 
.been comparatively light. The antagon- 
ism of the railroads to waterways and 
the power of their influence in congress 
and at Washington brought water trans- 
portation into disuse and disrepute. 


It is true that we have had appropria- 


;iions_ for rivers and harbors all these 
years, and that millions upon millions of 
dollars have been spent in-their improve- 
ment. Cut a large proportion of this 
mone}' has been wasted on fanciful pro- 
-jects to satisfy the political needs of pork 
barrel politicians, while much vof it has 
gone into meritorious undertakings with- 
out the production either of commerce or 


' of boats on which to move it. The trouble 


has perhaps not been so much with ap- 
propriations as with the" policy which 
"protected railroads in discriminatory 
rates and practices, thereby enabling 
them to drive commerce from our rivers, 
lakes and canals. 


Recently there has been an awakening 


and the demand for a restoration of wa- 
ter commerce is becoming so strong that 
a new national policy may be looked for. 
If it materializes into results the Fox riv- 
er valley stands to benefit by it enor- 
'inously. There is no question but what a 
water route from Green Bay to Portage 
via the Fox river, properly constructed 
and maintained, would carry commerce 
'more than sufficient to justify the neces- 
sary expenditures. At the present time 
this channel is furnishing a large portion 
of the.fuel supply to the cities and terri- 
tory along its route. Barges from Green 
Bay carry several hundred thousand tons 
of coal up river annually, and this would 
be greatly increased with a better chan- 
nel and more adequate facilities. Jn ad- 
dition to this a regular line of commodity 
barges would transport a heavy tonnage 
of other freight. 


Applcton, in common with all other 


'cities, towns and localities on this route, 
should actively support the appropria- 
tion for the improvement of Fox river. 
They should unite their forces and se- 
cure the cooperation of every congress- 
man and the senators from Wisconsin.

We arc en- 
lillcd to Ihc Fox river improvement as a 
bonn fide waterway project. We can pre- 
sent our case lo congress in good faith. 


and \vc have the i'acts to sustain our 
claims. If we get together and work for 
this appropriation we can obtain it. If we 
sit still and do nothing we shall lind it 
goes by the board, along with discrediting 
excess baggage that always must be pared 
from our appropriation bills. The Fox 
river valley is more than a favored*por- 
tion of* Wisconsin. It is 'an industrial, 
commercial and agricultural power,in 
the northwest.

OUR EDUCATIONAL 
POLICY. 


The announcement that the board of 


regents of the University of Wisconsin 
lias granted the faculty an increase of 
25 per cent in salaries will be received 
with approval throughout the state. The 
pay of the professors in our colleges and 
universities has been no" more commen- 
surate with their services and living re- 
quirements than the pay of teachers in 
our public schools. Both arc notoriously 
low and inadequate. We have reached a 
point in our educational policies which 
is the parting of the ways. We will either 
provide sufficient salaries to these public 
servants to keep our schools,and colleges 
upon a high plane, or we will refuse to do 
so and inevitably lower their standards. 


It is no exaggeration to say that our- 


educational system is the most important 
public institution we-have. The quality 
of our schools determines the quality of 
our citizenship. From them we derive 
our Americanism, the competency, integ- 
rity, efficiency of our growing manhood 
and womanhood. We reap tomorrow 
from what they produce today. We are 
absolutely dependent upon public educa- 
tion for the virility of industry, com- 
merce, civic stability, and for the strength 
of' our government. Whatever America 
lhas attained in the life of this nation has, 
been fundamentally'and predominantly 
through public education. 


It is obvious that we cannot neglect so 


vital an element in our national develop- 
ment as our schools and universities. 
Yet it is a fact that we are"doing this. We 
have been underpaying those engaged in 
the teaching profession so long that we, 
are already undermining the educational 
system. Competency in teaching demanxls 
a combination of temperament, person- 
ality and training which places a limit 
upon the number of capable instructors. 
It requires character and preparation to 
reach the standard which is necessary .to 
make our schools'productive of the re- 
sults we expect from them. Low salaries 
can have no other efl'ect than to drive 
from the' profession^ many of our most 
competent leathers, and to prevent those 
who would make the best teachers from 
entering the profession. This is exactly 
what our educational policy is doing in 
our public schools throughout the state 
and in our colleges and universities. 


It is time that we came to a realization 


of the fact that we must deal more liber- 
ally with teachers in the matter of salar- 
ies. Our schools are in competition-with 
business and all the varied private pur- 
suits which, under today's conditions, of- 
fer far greater attraction to our young 
men and young women. We must meet 
this competition or suffer the conse- 
quences, and it is apparent that if we do 
not and the consequences become more 
serious, it will take years to recover the 
ground lost and restore our schools to the 
plane they ought to occupy. The action 
taken by the regents of the University of 
Wisconsin should stimulate {he authori- 
ties all over Wisconsin to look the educa- 
tional situation squarely in the face and 
take measures to remedy it.

ations, such .as removal <of the appendix, to be 
performed without the patient's feeling pain or 
losing consciousness.

many expensive X-Ray examinations 
aro utterly 
superfluous and futile 


from every point of view. The sur- 
geon stated that some physicians are 
guilty of suggesting such X-Ray ex- 
aminations'of patients with lesions of 
the soft tissues which cannot be dem- 
onstrated by X-ray examinations in 
any event." 
When 
the Wiseheimer 
family, 


numbering about forty million mem- 
bers, sets out in quest of frenzied di- 
agnosis the first big mistake is gener- 
ally somo such futile X-ray examina- 
tion. The Wiseheimers harbor a fancy 
that the X-ray is sort of a searchlight 
which shows up al\ kinds of troubles 
a doctor can't 
discover 
otherwise. 


This is of course absurd. And unfor- 
tunately there are about as many dis- 
ionest as there are honest physicians 
using X-rays. It is the self-nominat- 
ed "specialist" who is largely respon- 
sible for the deplorable-misconcep- 
tion of the X-ray which the layman 
has.'This particular species of quacks 
dwells on the "wonderful X-ray" in 
his appeals to gullible people and the 
Wiseheimers are inclined to drop in 
and let tho old rascal pretend to look 
at their in'ards. 


In practice I find that a consider- 


able share of the X-ray examinations 
a doctor advises, examinations made 
by competent X-ray technicians prove 
negative. Therefore I can imagine 


nothing more extravagant or foolish 
than the layman seeking such exam- 
inations on his own hook. 


The X-ray technician must have a 


pretty definite idea what he is trying 
to demonstrate before ho begins his 
X-ray examination and if he is not. 
in position to direct his examination 
to a definite object somebody is going 
to pay a handsome sum for a lot of 
useless data. Data are all very well, 
we have to have 'em in order to ar- 
rive at an intelligent diagnosis and 
determine ftie appropriate metnod of 
treatment. But there is nothing quito 
so useless to a physician as aimless 
or di&connected data. 
X-ray examinations are expensive, 


and often of the utmost importance 
and value. But there is plenty of time 
to have 
such 
examinations made 


when your doctor decides that it is 
necessary.
